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Cement Truck Falls Into Channel 


Chester Lankford, an 
Anaheim truck driver 
escaped serious injury as 
the vehicle he was driving 
fell from the edge of a 
roadway Friday morning. 

Placentia police and fire 
units responded the site at 
the end of Vista Street, 
where construction of the 
Carbon Creek Flood Control 
Channel is under way. 


A temporary dirt roadway 
runs from ground level to 
the floor of the channel 
fifteen feet below. Because 
the channel is narrow, 
cement laden trucks back 
down the roadway to deposit 
their loads into the prebuilt 
forms. 

As Lankford maneuvered 
his truck down the road, the 
shoulder of the road gave 


way beneath the left rear 
wheel, causing it to fall 
backward on its side in the 
soft earth side of the 
channel. The truck loaded 
with seven and a half cubic 
yards of cement and 
weighed 50,000. lbs. 

A 65 foot crane was 
brought to the scene in late 
afternoon, and the wrecked 
truck was retrieved.

Chief Cole¬ 
man’s department and 
its men have consistently 
rated No. 1 with the 
residents of the city it 
serves. In last year’s 
community attitude survey 
released by the city, the 
Placentia Police Depart¬ 


ment received an unpre¬ 
cedented good or excellent 
rating of slightly less than 
80 per cent of the residents 
polled. This superior rating 
was only slightly higher 
than that obtained two years 
earlier in a similar survey 
made by the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

We can only wish him 
nothing but happiness for 
the future and thank him for 
being Earl W. Coleman. Our 
lives, as well as our 
community, have benefitted 
greatly.
